CANDIDATES AND THE DUTY 
OF RATEPAYERS. 

For the office of Mayor, Mr. Drake 
ami the present incumbent, who bus 
already served two terms, aro candid- 
ates Wo have not the slightest hesi- 
tation in advising Ratepayers to vote 
for Mr. Drake, who, in response totbe 
largo and iniluentially signed requisi- 
tion, bas corno forward in tbe interest 
of Refobm and Beduotiom in Taxation. 
So long as Mr. Drummond and tbe 
present Council romain in office, it 
will be useless to bopo for a cbaugo 
for tbe bettor. Mr. Drummond bas 
boon tried and found wanting, and it 
now only remains for tbo Ratepayers 
to place another and bettor man in bis 
placo. 

For James Bay Ward there aro four 
candidates iu tbo field .-Messrs. Trounce, 
Bedferu, McLean and Shakespeare. 
The tbvoo first named gentlemen aro 
earnest advocates of Reform, and have 
all signed the requisition to Mr .Drake- 
Mr. Trounce has borne tbe beat and 
burthen of the day in tbe last Council, 
has opposed schemes for tbo misap- 
propriation, of the Civic rovonue aud 
has proved himself worthy of conti 
deuce and re-election. Messrs. Redfern 
ami McLean aro citizens of high stand- 
ing and business men of excellent re- 
pute and are thoroughly imbued with a 
desire for a sweeping change. Mr. Mc- 
Lean, however, camo rather lato into 
the field. Mr. Shakespeare's chances 
of election wo ragard as very slight, 
and, in our opinion, votes given for him, 
■will bo simply thrown away. 

For Yates Street Ward Messrs. Turner, 
JyU'reound league stand in the interest of 
Reform. Opposed to them nro Messrs. 
Marvin aud Vigelius.two of the "Mayor's 
majority" in the Council, who voted for 
the James Bay wator "job" and who bavo 
connived at and assisted in tbo passage of 
the bills of other Councillors for City work 
dono contrary to law. Wo have no doubt 
that Messrs. M. and V. will be invited to 
remain at borne and devote their leisure 
Lours to repentance. Their opponents aro 
all gentlemen of high moral worth, and 
largely interested in the welfaro of the 
City. 

l<'or Johnson Street Ward Messrs. Fin- 
layson and Keast, two gentlemen with 
large property interests, arc in the field. 
It lias been said that because Messrs. F. 
& K. do not reside in tbo centro of the 
Ward they will not do their duty to the 
whole Ward. But they bavo jiroperty iu 
every part of Johnson Street Ward aud 
self-interest will dictate that thoy 
shall be impartial iu their expenditure of 
public monies. Against them wo find the 
present Councillors for tbo Ward — 
Messrs. Williams and Gosnoll — who, (with 
the singlo exception of tbo Mayor) have 
made the heaviest drafts on tbo City re- 
venue in payment of their own private 
bills, wbioh wero regularly passed and 
paid by Mr. Williams, who is Chairman 
of the Finance Committee, while other 
citizens had to wait an indefinite time for 
tbo payment of their accounts. As ro- 
gards the question of residence, wo may 
as well state that Mr. Williams is not a 
resident of Johnson Street Ward. He 
resides in James Bay Ward, and during 
his term of office succeeded in having a 
rock blasted aud removed from in front 
of his own house (where it was in no 
one's vruy but his own) at a cost of snver- 
nl hundred dollars to the City, whilo be 
left the Ward lie was elected to represent 
in a state of tilth and mistiness shocking 
to the Ratepayers' olfactories. If bo has 
claims fur re-election it is on James Bay 
aud not on Johnson Street Ward. As for 
Mr. Grosuell — like his colleague— his mot- 
to 1ms been "Self first; the City after- 
wards." While Mr. Williams monopo- 
lized the City street work Mr. Gosnoll 
monopolized the contract for supplying 
the pesthouse with everything the patients 
required and a good many things (rumor 
says) thoy did not require. 

Mr. Drake's election is certain. His 
majority will be very large. But it would 
not do for tho Ratepayers to return Mr. 
Drake aud then send in Councillors to 
hector and embarass him in his work of 
Reforming the abuses that have grown 
up under the present administration. Tho 
citizens cannot fail to have observed the 
persecution that poor Mr. Trouuco en- 
dured during tho past twelve mouths, 
simply because bo refused to favor tho 
schemes of tho Mayor and his servile ma 
jority. Wo do not believe that Mr, Drake 
or any good man would be justified in re- 
taining office in the face of a hostile 
and corrupt Couucil. Certainly, no Re- 
form measuros can bo carried out if 
Messrs. Williams, Gosnoll, Vigo) i us aud 
Marvin are returned. They ought to bo 
beaten — beaten soundly and thoroughly. 
They have proved themselves utterly •un- 
worthy of public confidence, and wo call 
on Ratepayers to rally on Tuesday at the 
polls and defeat them.

"FOR SANITARY PURPOSES." 

From June to Novembor 1875, tbo May- 
or (Mr. Drummond) receipted for sums 
amounting iu all to §800.02 on account of 
Board of Health or Quarantine, tho 
vouchors for tho expenditure of which 
have not been handed to me — Extract 
from Mr. Bales' report, 28th Dec. 187G. 

Tho public have patiently awaited for 
seven days an explanation of tbo above 
statement without their patienco having 
been rewarded. No explanation has beou 
attempted, Are tho Ratepayers to eou- 
cludo that none is possible? Wo know 
that it has boen said (but without tbo au- 
thority of tho Mayor) that tho money was 
used in the payment of nurses at tho post- 
house whoso receipts could not bo obtain- 
ed ut tho tinio. But this statomout is not 
tenable; for wo find, on examination of tho 
City's book, that payments to small-pox 
nurses during tho period mentioned by 
tho Auditor aro duly entered as having 
boon made by tho lioard of Health. Tho 
sum of S800.02 was drawn by the Mayor 
in addition to the payments to nursos. 
What, then, is necessary? A detailed 
statemont from tho Mayor of tho parties 
to whom lie paid the money, with the 
vouchers. Wo do not say that the $$00.62 
was wrongfully applied by the Mayor. 
But what wo do say is that the public 
bavo a right to know that it was rightfully 
applied. On referring to files of tho 
newspapers we find that in August, 1875, 
a wretched Indian, sick with the small- 
pox, was brought by his tellcumt and de- 
posited in tho lot adjoining Rhodes k 
Co's warehouse, Stoio street. His cov- 
ering was a small pieco of canvas propped 
up by sticks; his bed, a blanket stretched 
on tho hard ground. Mr. Rhodes made 
complaint at tho Town Hall by letter and 
in person; but for two days tho sick 
man lay oxposod to tho weather, 
"want of funds" boing alleged as 
an oxouso for his not boing re- 
inovod. On tho third day a gnusbotwaa 
heard from the canvas, when it was found 
that the despairing wretch had blown 
out his brains. This, bo it remembered, 
was in August. The S800.02 was drawn 
by His Worship from Juno to November. 
How did it happen that there was a "hick 
of funds" in August if tho Mayor had 
carte blanche for monies required "for 
sanitary purposes" from Juno to Novem- 
bor ? We say that no ouu uocuaco tho 
Mayor of having applied tho money to his 
own uses; but tbo public havo a right to 
know iu what manner it was applied.

From time to timo during the past 
Presidential campaign, tbo Veteran 
Reform Association has been relied on 
as an important argument by tbo De- 
mocracy toward Tilden's oloction. It 
has been held that it is entirely com- 
posed of veterans of tbo lato war, and 
that they are ready to do battle again 
to place in power the very men who 
opposed tho proseoutiou of tbe war, 
aud many of whom bavo beou active 
participants in the lato Rebellion and 
tho effort to destroy the nation, This 
organization exists to day, and it is 
claimed that it is stronger thau ever. 
It has its ramifications all over the 
country, and it is proposed to organize 
it into battalions, as has been done in 
the South by tho ritlo clubs. Evon 
now, in places, drilling is going on, 
and a number in this State bavo bad 
breech-loaders placed iu their hands. 
It is claimed by General Cameron that 
this organization has already 100,000 
men, among whom aro many ex-Union 
officers, who are ready to march oither to 
New York or Washington at a mo- 
ment's notice, if called upon to do so. 
Ho claims that they aro for peace, but 
they aro ready to fight for Tilden if ho 
is counted out as President. Thoy in- 
sist that he shall bo inaugurated whe- 
ther he has been declared elected or 
not, and that if ho cannot bo sworn in 
at Washington that ho will bo inau- 
gurated iu New York, and that then 
the new revolution will be commenc- 
ed.

Lately many secret sessions of 
tho Executive Committee of tbo organ- 
ization bavo been hold in this city, and 
tLo following open letter has ' been 
prepared ; 

H KA.DQn ARTEES NATIONAL VkTEIIAN I 

Reform Association, 
Palmeu House, Chicago, 

Dec. 8, 1870. | 
To (ion. W. T. Sherman, command- 
ing United States Army, and our 
former officers and comrades in tho 
servico : 

Tho National Veteran Reform As- 
sociation, composed exclusively of ex- 
(Jnion soldiers and sailors, and num- 
bering many thousands, who in tho 
late war fought under and for tho 
United States Hag, regard it as a duty 
which patriotism imposes, and as a 
ritrht which oitii-.ouahip confers, to ad- 
dress tho General-in-Chief, bis asso- 
ciate officers, and our former comrades 
now serving in tbe ranks, upon tho 
national exigency which has arisen, 
and ask respectful and sorious consi- 
deration of tbo following facts at their 
hands: 

The first duty incumbent upon tho 
soldior and sailor in tho United States 
service is "to boar true faith and allegi- 
ance" to the Constitution and law of the 
land. Tho army is not, mid cannot law- 
fully bo, made tho property of any po- 
litical party, and should not bo used by 
unscrupulous men, however high their 
position in placo or power, as an instru- 
mentality for the destruction of tho lib- 
erties of tho American people. Tho sol- 
diers aud sailors of the Union aro the law- 
fully constituted guardians of Republican 
government, and cannot, without dis- 
honor, permit themselves to bo used as an 
agency for its destruction. 

Wo aro, as an organization, firmly im- 
pressed with tho belief that a sorious 
crisis in tho affairs of this country has 
boen reached, and that tho institutions 



at any previous period in our national 
history. Wo aro convinced that a dark 
and dangerous conspiracy against the 
liberties of the American people has been 
formed, and that it has been determined 
to disregard tho clearly-oxprossod will of 
a majority of our citizens, to hold posses- 
sion of the Govornmentby military force, 
and to set the authority of our courts at 
defiance The i evolutionary action of tho 
so-called Canvassing Boards in Louisiana, 
South Carolina, anil Florida in falsifying 
returns in partisan interests, justifies our 
entertaining the grave fenrs which we 
deem it our duty to express. We believe 
that many of tho officers, and thousands 
of our late comrades in tho ranks, feel 
outraged at tho ignoble service which 
thoy have been eallod upon to perforin in 
erecting despotism upon the ruin of 
popular liberty in the South, nnd that 
thoy will not willingly raise their arms in 
the future — at tho command of tho doa- 
porato men who seok to porpetuato their 
authority— against their fellow-country- 
men, or for the purposo of destroying the 
national life. 

It has been observed with profound 
satisfaction that tho orders under which 
the army of tho United States has been 
used to overido the popular will of our 
sister commonwealth never emanated from 
tho General commanding, and that for 
their issuance or execution history will 
not hold him responsible. It is upon the 
action of the army and navy tliut tiro 
oyes of all loyal men, irrespective of 
party, aro now concentrated. It will bo 
in your power to maintain tho blessings 
of liberty and preserve peaoe. Wo can- 
not admit that you will bo ablo, by any 
course you may pursue, to destroy the 
Republic. It will not dio in tho* ouo 
hundredth year of its existence. There 
is too muoh patriotism and manhood in 
tho breasts of the American people to per- 
mit such result to ensue. Tho will of tho 
people clearly and constitutionally ex- 
pressed must prove stronger thau all tho 
forces which can be arrayed against it, 
and wo respectfully submit that it is your 
duty to give effect to that will. 

To pnrsuo any other course than that 
of strict non-interference in party differ- 
ences— leaving to tho properly-constitut- 
ed authorities tho settlement of all dis- 
puted results— dm only oud ultimately in 
tho army ceasing to exist as an " American 
institution." Tho pooplo of tbo United 
States aro too strongly imbued with tho 
principles of popular freedom aud tho 
spirit of their forefathers to bo overawed 
by the unconstitutional aud despotic use 
of milit try force. 

We. therefore, with feelings of highest 
consideration and esteem, and from tho 
purest motives of patriotism, appeal to 
you in this hour of national danger to 
prove as true to the flag, to t ho Union, and 
republican liborty, as you did when you 
risked your lives for their preservation in 
the field.

The publication of tho above documont 
at this date was not intended, but it had 
leaked out that it had been prepared, and 
last evening Gen. Cameron furnished it 
to the press. Tho forco of its wording 
can be best judged by taking into consid- 
eration the fctitoment which Gen. Cam- 
eron made iu regard to it. 

"Why," said he, "wo don't want to 
make war, but there will bo fighting, sure. 
It will have to come to it, nnd you will 
find that the army will lay down their 
arms.

Court of Revision and Appeal. 

[Ueroro A. T. V. McEinon, E»<1.) 

Saturday, January Gth. 
Quito a number of oaBOS were disposod 
oi yostorday in this Court. In somo fow 
instances reductions woro mado. In other 
cases where transfers of jiroporty had 
beon made tho necessary alterations woro 
effected. 

Mr. Lowenberg as agent for E. Mick- 
gon, tho owner of lot 821. corner of Yates 
and Quadra streots, appealed against tho 
assessment of $700 placod upon that pro- 
perty, contending that it was noj; worth 
moro than S500. 

This appeal was intendod to servo as a 
tost case for tho purpose of showing that 
tho assessed valuation of tho City Collec- 
tor generally wero in excess. 

Mr. Russell, subpoaned by Mr. Lowon- 
berg, in answer to question 1 ) put, said ho 
had been Assessor since 1873, and consi- 
dered City proporty was now of as much 
value as at that period; was of that opin- 
ion notwithstanding the unsettled state of 
things from Railway disappointments. Ho 
came to that conclusion from recent sales 
made. Ho assessed property at what ho 
thought it would fetch at forced sales and 
hud soldoin been in error. 

Mr. Lowenberg endeavored to show the 
City Colloctor's valuation was unreliable, 
inasmuch as property on Yates street, 
west of Oriental Alloy, assessed by him 
at 85,500, ho (Mr. L.) had sold within 
the past few days for S3, 5(10. Ho there- 
fore contended tho Assossor's valuation 
generally was excessive 

In answer to the Court why Mr. Low- 
enberg had not appealed before against 
tho umount put upon this property, his 
reply was that ho thought it would bo 
useless as tho Councill, would bo surojto 
eudorso tho Colloctor's valuation. Never- 
theless it appeared such reductions woro 
often made through BUch appeals. 

Mr. Lowenberg fought hard on behalf 
of his client, and others who would bo 
indirectly interested to get tho $700 re- 
duced to $500, but failing to impress the 
Chairman ho said ho rested his claim for 
general reduction upon this one case, and 
would now merely lodgo his protest 
against tho amount assessed. 

The Chairman consented to a roduction 
of 850, and put tho value at §u'50. 

The Court adjourned to Tuesday, when 
the decision in tbo Bank case will bo 
given.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, Jan. B. — Tho Herald's Co- 
lumbia, S.C., special says tho existing 
deadlock at tho capital is extending over 
the State. In several counties there are 
contests between Chamberlain auct Hamp- 
ton appointees. In thoso conflicts of 
authority, the ollicors aro vigorously 
sustained by their respective parties. 
These coiito.-ts are carried ou good natur- 
edly, neither sido desiring to push matters 
to a collision. In Orangeburg County 
tho moro ignorant Republican loaders 
havo beon indulging in somo threats, but 
their followers aro apparently not dis- 
posed to risk a collision with tho whites. 

Boston, Doc. 5.— Tho Board of Trade 
to-day adopted a report taking strong 
grounds against adopting tho Silver Bill 
and petitioning Congress to appoint a 
Government Commission to consider 
tho question of reinonetizing silzer at a 
fixed relation of value to gold coin. Tho 
report em braces, a petition that silver coin 
shall not bo mado a legal tender for sums 
larger than §10. 

EUROPE. 

Vienna, Jan. 5. — It is positively stated 
that Austria's representatives at tho con- 
ference are instructed to leuvo Constan- 
tinople if tho Porto does not accept tho 
proposals of tho powers. 

Bucharest, Jan. 4. — In tho Chamber of 
Deputies List night the Foreign Minister, 
in reply to tho interpellations, said ho 
asked explanations from tho Porta re- 
specting its interpretation of articles one, 
seven and eight of tho now Turkish con- 
stitution. The Porte replied that tho tir=t 
two referred to Rou mania and all other 
tributary States. The Chamber of Depu- 
ties unanimously passed a motion approv- 
ing the conduct of tho Cabinet and de- 
manding that tho Government energeti- 
cally protest against the Porto's construc- 
tion. The President of tho Council ns- 
sured the Chamber that tho Government 
would not rest until the Porto doohired 
in as formal a mannor as the now consti 
tution was proclaimed that Roumania 
does not form a part of Turkey. Tho 
Ohamber resolved not to adjourn for tho 
customary Now Year's rocess. 

Constantinople, Jau. 4. — Apprehen- 
sions of a rupture continue to diminish, 
as it seems probable the Porto will not 
reject tho proposals of tho powors. Tho 
plenipotentiaries scorn dispoied to make 
further concessions. If these anticipa- 
tions are realized, negotiations will bo re- 
sumed to-morrow. 



A Brilliant Adventure. 



Tho time was about a fortnight bo- 
foro Christmas. There were not many 
travelers, and I hail a compartment in 
tbo early tidal train to myself.
